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MERCY FOR MERCILESS? 
THE SHOCKING revelations on the sale 
of dope to children have produced a de­ 
mand for more severe federal sentences. 
This is not surprising. The average federal 
sentence for convicted dope peddlers for 
the 12 months ended June 30, 1950, was 23.1 
months. 
A bill introduced in the House by Rep. 
Hale Boggs calls for sentences of two to 
five years for the first offense, five to IO 
years for the second, and IO to 20 years af­ 
ter that, with suspended sentences and 
probation permitted only to first offenders. 
These proposed penalties seem small for 
those found guilty of practicing this soul­ 
destroying trade. 
A 
Philadelphia 
news­ 
paper carries a letter front the mother of 
a drug addict demanding the death penal­ 
ty for this “racket which lives on the slow 
murder of its customers.” Why should the 
law have mercy on the merciless? 
A great many dope peddlers, however, 
are themselves victims of the racket. Like 
the youngsters they prey on, they were 
seduced into forming the habit, have fail­ 
ed to break it, and it has destroyed their 
moral 
responsibility. 
Perhaps 
the 
law 
should make a distinction between these 
victims, who are the small fry in the rack­ 
et, and those who profit from the dope 
racket without any such excuse. 
One possible way of dealing with this 
problem might be to pass laws authorizing 
the courts to issue indeterminate sentenc- i 
es. If the violator was an addict himself, 
he should receive treatment. Most viola­ 
tors who were not addicts would probably 
turn out to be “psychopathic personalities” 
—individuals devoid of all human feelings 
or moral sense, incurable by present meth­ 
ods. 
If so, the indeterminate sentence would 
Ie* them be put away where they could do 
no further harm.

Johnson was the best and most construct­ 
ive witness before the Russell committee. 


General Albert Wedemeyer had, in many 


respects, cleared the record of the confus- 
‘ ions that Dean Acheson had created by 


long and intricate ambles into matters for 
which few of the senators were prepared. 
For instance, when Acheson said that 


there were no Communists in the State De­ 
partment, the senators let it pass because 
in the present tense Alger Hiss is in prison. 
However, they had a grand opening for a 
discussion of the Communist penetration 
into the Far Eastern division of the State 
Department. This, they missed—perhaps 
I deliberately as Acheson’s skill as an art­ 
ful dodger already had them down. 
The testimony of Wedemeyer and John­ 
son was therefore refreshing because here 
were men who hid nothing, acknowledged 
error and presented the case without the 
inhibitions which had marked all the offi­ 
cers of government, except Admiral Sher­ 
man. 


Yet, for some reason, the senators over­ 
looked an amazingly important fact—one 
which stared them in the face all through 
the Wedemeyer and 
Johnson 
testimony. 
Wedemeyer was deputy chief of staff in 
charge of plans 
and combat operations 
from November 1948 to September 1949. 
Johnson was secretary of defense from 
March 1949 to September 1950. 
Part of Wedemoyer's duty was to plan 
for prospective wars. This is supposed to 
go on all the time in the armed services, 
so that the country is not caught off base. 
As Japan is our bastion in Asia and as the 
possession of Korea by a foe imperils Ja­ 
pan, Wedemeyer, in charge of planning, 
must have had a plan for the defense of 
Korea. 


I know that there was such a plan and 
that it had been regarded as settled policy 
but was abandoned on June 30, 1950. John­ 
son testified that Acheson put this country 
into the Korean war with ground forces. 
But what became of the Wedemeyer plan 
or shall we call it the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
plan? If. as Johnson testified, Acheson is 
responsible for putting ground troops into 
Korea, what kind of an organization does 
our government have if the State Depart­ 
ment can set aside an accepted military 
plan? Since when is the State Department 
technically provisioned to engage in mili­ 
tary planning? Or has diplomacy disposed 
of military expertness? 


Here was an opening for the senators 
that would have shed light upon the Kor­ 
ean war. The original plan should have 
been produced for the record. It would have 
shown that it called for an air-navy opera­ 
tion with no ground 
troops whatsoever. 
For our problem was not to occupy Korea 
but to prevent Soviet Russia from occupy­ 
ing Korea. 


Had this broad avenue been traversed, 
we should have been forced into a discus­ 
sion of the use of ground troops in all the 
fighting in which we are planning to en­ 
gage in so many parts of the world. Can a 
nation of 153 million afford to p r o d u c e 
ground troops to hold an entire world? 
What will such a program do to our econ­ 
omy? What will it do to our standard of liv­ 
ing? What must it ultimately do to our

Such men as Senator Kerr of 
Oklahoma attack MacArthur as 
though he were the issue before 
us. continuing a narrowly par- 
tisan and meaningless feud. The 
Russell committee jperformed a 
significant service to the nation 
in shifting the basis of the inves­ 
tigation from the dismissal of 
MacArthur to the broad survey 
of policy and purpose.

Yet, what we need most is a 
clear grasp of our historic role in 
relation to our social and eco­ 
nomic system. This takes more 
intellectual stamina than most of 
our public men are willing and 
capable of giving to it. For in­ 
s t a n c e , we need to analyze the 
relationship of war to the wel­ 
fare state and the prospect of so 
d ep a depreciation of our pro­ 
ductive plant and equipment, in­ 
cluding housing, that win or lose, 
we have damaged our own civili­ 
zation.

in history, for
